RESPONSE TO 2 nd RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Commissioner for Patents: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated February 25, 2008, Applicants 
hereby elect Group lib, claims 14-17, directed to compositions comprising a neurotrophin and a 
tetrafluorobenzyl derivative, wherein the neurotrophin is BDNF, to initiate examination. The 
unifying inventive concept of pending claim 14 is the combination of a neurotrophin and a 
tetrafluorobenzyl derivative.
